The Cheat Balloon Votage.— Mr. T. 
S. Lowe, the aeronaut who proposes to un- 
dertake an aerial voyage to Europe, has 
published a card, giving his views of the art 
of ballooning. He contends that the im- 
pression which prevails that no essential 
improvements have been made in the art of 
ballooning since the days of the brothers 
Montgolfier, is erroneous. The progress of 
the art has indeed been slow, but it would 
be idle to deny that our knowledge of the 
currents of the air has been greatly enlarged 
by practical experiment, and by the investi- 
gations of distinguished scientific men, or 
that an actual improvement has taken place 
in the construction and management of bal- 
loons. Why more than this has not been 
accomplished is because seven-eighths of 
those engaged in pursuit of the art are not 
practical investigators, but mere exhibitors, 
whose attempts are confined to limited 
ascensions. During the past fifty years, at 
least three thousand balloon ascension? have 
taken plac • in different parts of the United 
States, a >d including aeronauts and passen- 
gers, some eight thousand persons have 
made a rial voyages of greater or less dura- 
tion. Although most of these ascensions 
have been conducted by inexperienced per- 
sons, but a single life has been lost — that of 

Mr. Thurston. 

Gold and Silver Transported ovku 
Panama Raii.uoad —During the four years 
ending December 1, 1858, the amount of 
specie transported over the Panama Rail- 
road, was over $200,000,000. The precise 
sum was as follows : Gold, 8171,157,421 28; 
Silver, $2 0,902,793 49. Total, 8200,861,214 
74, Consigned to the United States, 8135,- 
0!i8,00:i 87 ; to England, $66,426,120 87. 
The silver was exclusively for British ac- 
count, having been brought to Panama from 
South America and Mexico, and most of the 
gold shipped to the United States found its 
way ultimately to the Bank of England. 



How to Eat Wisely. — Some experi- 
ments made h France have proved that a 
man can be sustained at hard labor, without 
waste, upon twelve mouthfuls of solid food 
a day. No man should eat heartily when 
in a state of excitement, or ve:*y much fa- 
tigued. A very light meal under such cir- 
cumstances is of much more advantage 
thrn a hearty tneal. 

Rend the following valuable extract Horn 
Hall's Journal of Health, upon the subject 
of taking our meals : 

"1. Never sil down to a table with an 
anxious or il is t u r bed mind ; better a hundred- 
fold intermit that meal, for there will ih"n 
be that much more food in the world for 
hungrier stomachs than yours ; and, beside, 
eating under such circumstances can only, 
and will always, prolong and aggravate Ihe 
condition o f things. 

"2. Never sit down to a meal after any 
intense mental e lib I, for physical and men- 
tal injury are inevitable, and no man has a 
right to deliberately injure body, mind or 
estate. 

,l 3. Never go to a full table during 
bodily exhaustion — designated by some as 
being wore out, tired to death, used up, done 
over, and the like. The wisest thing you 
can do under such circumstances, is to lake 
a cracker and a cup of warm lea, either 
black or greeu, and no more. In ten 
minutes you will feel a degree of refresh- 
ment and liveliness which willjbe pleasan- 
tly surprising to you ; not of the transient 
kind which a glass of liquor affords, but 
permanent; lor the tea gives present stimu- 
lus a' d a liitle strength, and before it sub- 
sides, nutriment' begins lo be drawn from 
the sugar and cream and bread, thus allow- 
ing the In dy gradually, and by safe degrees 
to regain its usual vigor. Then in a couple 
ol bourn, y u may take a full meal, provid- 
ed it does not bring it later than two boors 
befoie sundown ; if later, then take nothing 
fur that day in addition to the cracker and 
tea, and the next day you wi'l feel a fresh- 
ness and vigor not recently known. 

"No reader will require do be advised a 
second time, who will make a trial as above, 
while it is a fact of no unusual observa- 
tion, among intelligent physicans, that eat- 
ing heartily ami under bodily exhaustion is 
not unfrequently the case of alarming and 
painful illness, and sometimes sudden 
death. Tlie>e things being so, let every 
family make it a point to assemble around 
the family board with kindly feelings, with 
a cheerful humor, and a courteous spirit ; 
and let that mem er be sent from it in dis- 
grace who presumes to mar the ongbt-to-be 
blessed reunion by suller. silence, or impa- 
tient look, or angry tone, or complaining 
tongue. Eat in thankful gladness, or away 
with you to the kitchen, you graceless churl, 
you ungrateful pestilent lout thai you an-. 
There was hiatal and Good philosophy in 
the old-time custom of having a buffoon or 
music at the dinner table." 



A New Life-Boat, — Some preliminary 
trials were made with a new life-boat, which 
Ihe National Life-Boat Institution is about 
to send to Whitburn, on the coast of Dur- 
ham. The boat, which ia 32 feet long, and 
7 feet 10 inches wide, is on the design of 
James Peake, Est)., and was built by the 
Messrs. Forrest, of LimehousH. Having 
been eapsizetl by some tackling attached to 
a crane, her self-righting power was found 
to bo perfectly effective The water the 
boat thus shipped was self-ejected through 
six relieving valves in 25 seconds. With 
her crew of 13 men and gear on board, her 
line of floatation was found to be 5 1-2 inches 
below the deck; 23 men had to rest on the 
gunwale or side of the boat, before it touched 
the water's edge — an.evidence of the boat's 
great stability or power against caps'zing. 
The trial was in every respect satisfactory, 
and reflected much credit on all concerned 
in her construction. 



Preserving Stone and Iron. — One of 
our foreign exchanges slates, that parts of 
the Palace at Westminster, which were fast 
going to decay, have been restored by the 
application of the silicate of soda solution, 
wushed after drying with diluted muriatic 
acid, so as to render the soda soluble, when 
it washes off with rains, etc., Paving behind 
it an indestructible coaling of pure silicia, or 
Hint, on which the hardest scrubbing with 
brushes and water makes no impression. 
Applied to iron in a somewhat similar way, 
it forms a coating that will preserve ihe 
metal from rust. The roofs of the Clock 
and Victoria Towers, to which it has been 
applied, are as bright and as clean as when 
emerging from the foundry. It adheres to a 
metal surface so tenaciously, that in at- 
tempting to remove it, the chisel chilis of! 
with it. It appears indestructible by the 
elements.and is unii'jui etl by long im mer-don 
in sulphuric acid. — American Railway Times.

— A lable inserted 
in a paper in The Assurance Magazine, ex- 
hibits results of a rather startling (diameter. 
In the first two quinquennial periods, twenty 
and Iwenly-five. and twenty-five and thirty,

turely of his first partner. After the age of 
thirty, the probability of a bac. elor marrying 
in a year diminishes in a mo. t rapid ratio, 
The probability at thirty-five is not much 
more than half al thirty, and nearly ihe same 
proportion exists between each quenquen- 
nial period afterward.

We are fast acquiring unlooked-for liotfor 
and distinction. Our very opponents ac- 
knci lfdao n "sensmlion of solemn [Iran- 
deur" when (Mii.templatitiii us. All llie 
uprightness ami iiiiiorenei! ol Adam in the 
garden oi Eden is conceded to us. It is 
well this overdose of flattery is counteracted 
by a large dose of misrepresentation and 
abuse, or it miijlit turn our head. 

Failing to prove our connection with the 
shoe trade, a very honorable calling, it is 
now decided to proclaim us a daguerreolyp- 
ist. We do not think either ot these voli- 
tions would particularly dinqusilify a man 
for Me Legislature. In reference to the 
first, we had rather be a respectable maker 
or even mender of shoes, than a botch cob- 
bler of Elective Franchise bills. In refer- 
ence iu the latter, though we never pre- 
tended to be a Pnrisian or French nrtisl, 
taking daguet rootypes has for a longtime 
past been our business. Some years ago, 
we furnished sun-pictures ; of late we have 
been furnishing pen-pictures for the benefit 
of the public, The chief difficulty we have 
to contend with is precisely that which 
utllieted Uiay's pmtrait-painler — our like- 
nesses are too faithful to be flattering. Our 
rivals in the business sometimes find fault 
with our pictures, but are careful to avoid 
the chance of comparison. A notable in- 
stance of this OCf-ll I but the other day. 

The Gazette complained bitterly of our 
report of the Cary meeting, and stated thai 
its own account was unavoidably postponed, 
By the absence of all information on the 
subject in yesterday's issue, it would seem 
to tie indefinitely as well as unavoidably 
postpone d.

if they choose, and which under existing 

circumstances we earnestly recommend 
them to adopt. Ii will shut tin' door effect- 
ually against corruption, undue influence, 
&o. 

We have no particular need of the present 
conditionally promised us by Mr. Cary, 
being well provided with vade mecum on 
British parliamentary law and usage. We 
fear Mr. Cary's small libra y ol' six books 
would be too much depleted h> the dona- 
tion, and that Ills clients would Stlflei there- 
by, as he would personally were he to give 

away tin: othei Iwoconve noes he brought 

to the country. Besides, we have nobler 
incentives to duty than the smiles and gift 
books even ol an Attornej General. 

Mr, Cary gravely tells us, that the Colo- 
nial Assembly cannot renderthe Legislative 
Council elective. Then who can 1 lie sins 
no measure in the House ol Representatives 
change the formation of the Council, any 
more than the. Commons in England can 
affect the hereditary peerage! We shall 
see. Whal has been done in other British 
Colonies can and will be done here, the 
opinion of " the only person in the Colony 
capable of pointing out the unsound spots 
in our procedure and remedying them,'' to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

pay a heavy tax. Our motto still is and 
will bo, "Direct Taxation and so Debt!" 
W o repent a sentiment in our account of the 
Cary meeting, the force of which was de- 
stroyed by a misprint which converted "pros- 
perity" into property :" "We can get prosperi- 
ty fast enough without the incubus of debt." 

Mr. Cary opposes a naturalization law, on 
tho ground that instructions adverse to it 
have been given by the Home Government.

Registration Trickery. 

Editor Colonist : — The public gene- 
rally .nay not '10 aware ol the lists of voters 
having been rc-operiuil after the time legally 
appointed (or recording the names. Fur in- 
stance, the list for Salt Spring Island and 
Cheinainos was opened up after the otiieial 
list had been made out and posted at tho 
Sheriff's office door ; and this, without any 
public notice being given to enable the peo- 
ple* generally to take the advantage, but 
merely to serve the purposes of a Govern- 
ment candidate. On the 30th Nov when 
the time for receiving names expired, there 
were 8 or 9 voters, and on the 21st Dec , 
the lists showed 21 voters. The sequel, 
however, shows what purpose this is in- 
tended to serve, for a Government candidate 
is quietly but energetically attempting to 
canvass for the honor. 

I have entered a formal protest against 
this unlawful procedure, and shall moreover 
light every inch of the ground, reserving to 
myself to petition against the election when 
the Assembly meets, should this Govern- 
ment candidate succeed by the votes which 
were registered afier the closing of the lists.

A similar game to the above is being 
played, we understand, in other districts, in 
order to get government candidates elected. 
It is a corrupt procedure, analagous to bal- 
lot-box stuffing in the United States. We 
trust this timely expose will operate as a 
warning in the proper quarter, as it may 
save unpleasant disclosures and proceedings 
hereafter. Those who are resorting to tricks 
of this kind, may rest assured that they are 
being closely watched, and that the strict 
provisions of British election law in refer- 
ence to bribery and corrupt practices, will 
not be allowed to prtve a dead letter here. 

While on this subject, it may be as well to 
Mate that no other candidate for Salt Spring 
Island was thought of but Mr. Copland, 
until it was found that Mr. C. did not sup- 
port and would not vole for Cary. No 
sooner did his name appear among the 
requlsitionists of Mr. De Cosmos, than every 
means fair or foul was tried to prevent his 
election. We doubt not, however, that 
these efforts will fail. It any man has a 
claim, other than a resident there, to be 
elected by that constituency, it is Mr. Cop- 
land. But for his eliorts in chartering a 
vessel to explore the Island, getting a pre- 
emptive system established, and securing 
the franchise to the setilers, there would 
have been no Salt Sprint and Chemaiuos 
district. Mr. C. has spent no little time and 
labor in promoting the interests of the con- 
stituency, and the Islanders will be guilty 
of ingratitude if they do not elect him. 

The Franklin Meeting. 


" The high-bred gentleman," as the Ga- 
zette flatteringly styles the candidate of its 
first and unfaltering choice,,i»ddressed his 
friends and admirers at the Music Hall last 
evening. Mr. Trounce tilled the chair, and 
Messrs. Homfray, Rabsort, and one or two 
other gentlemen occupied seats on the plat- 
form. Mr. Franklin gave a tame and hesi- 
tating rehash of his address, and touched on 
one or 'wo matters not adverted to in that 
document. He waxed very earnest as 10 
the debt, denied its existence, pledged his 
ward am! honor that there was none, and if 
over one should be claimed, he would put 
in his "protest to the British House of Com- 
mons," so that we should never have to.pay 
it! This ghost ought now to be considered 
as effectually hud. We confess, however, 
that our fears, /otuir/ci/ on hwwledgc ) refuse 
to be quieted. 

Mr. F. reiterated his advocacy of raising 
money by loan for the improvement ol the 
country, and proposed that as soon as the 
town should be incorporated, the Council 
should effect a loan for gas and water- works, 
kc.

We shall strenuously oppose either a 
loan for the Colony in general, or this town 
in particular. Pay as you go, is tho true 
philosopher's stone, turning everything into 
gold. 

Finding the Mechanic's Lien advocated in 
our address a popular topic, Mr. F. tried ti 
mnke a little capital for himself by adopting 
this into his list of measures. Being ques- 
tioned by Mr. WaddingtOt) us to his views on 
the public hind, and whether the crown held 
the'ni for the people lie contended that the 
crown owned them, and not the people, hut 
the Queen being very generous would give 
them to the peoplo ! 

Tho meeting lacked the Attic salt and 
mother wit which formed the only redeem- 
ing feature in Mr. Gary's meeting.

On three cheers 
being called forntthe close for Mr. Franklin, 
about ten or a dozen feebly responded, and
